Under what conditions then, does 
this substance—formerly used only 
for mechanical or medicinal purposes 
~—become poisonous? They are cer- 
tainly obseure, and at ‘sent we can 
only surmise what they may be. We 
suspect that the cause exists in the 
individual poisoned; some peculiarty 

of the constitution producing a mor- 
| bid change in the secretions of the 
stomach, with which the alum com- 
-bines and forms an active poison; or 
| the secretions may be healthy but in 
unusual proportions, and that these 
lass or greater proportions in combi- 
pation with the alum constitute a 
poison. 

‘* For example, two parts of mercury 
and two parts of chlorine form calo- 
mel, which is not poisonous, but 
change to one part mercury and two 
parts of chlorine, and we get corro- 
sublimate, which is. a deadly 
poison. 

‘Then again, we know nothing of 
the constitutional peculiarities. Why 
is it that one person can eatall kinds 
of green fruits and vegetables with 
impunity, while the same coorse might 
cost another individual ‘his life? One 
person can handle poison ivy and 
sumac without beiog in the least af- 
\fected; another is poisoned if he ap- 
proaches to within ten feet of them. 
Ont of a family residing in a malarial 
district, some of the members will 
suffer half the year with fever and 
ague, while the others wil! enjoy ex- 
cellent health during the entire year. 
Foods that are wholesome to some 
persons ure actually poisonous to oth- 
ers. This is especially true of some 
kinds of fish. There is no safety in 
shown to be always Jojorious, and 
often dangerous,’’ *

Wasminerton, Nov. 19.—The contest 
for the honor of entertaining the next 
Republican National Convention has 
not opened upin earnestin this city 
yet. Tae work of the several cities 
at present is with the view of securing 
advantages of the position and discov- 
ering the most effective modes for 
pushing forward their claims at the 
proper time. Friends in Washington 
of each of the contestants are doing 
what they can to advance the fnter- 
ests of the cities from which they hail 
or in which they are interested. 
Quarters have been engaged at the 
Arlington Hotel, in which the N-- 
tional Convention will hold its sess- 
ions, for the representatives of five of 
the cities which are announced to be 
in the field. These are San Francisco, 
Cincinnati, Omaha, Minneapolis and 
New York. 

Chicago has also engaged a parlor 
at the hotel, but it is generally under- 
stood that the World’s Fair city ts 
content with her honors, and while 
willing to entertain the convention, 
will not strive for the honor. Each 
of the cities named have engaged 
headquarters for from 15 to 25 dele- 
gates, except San Francisco, which 
will confide its interests to smaller 
delegations of six or eight persons. 
None of the delegates bad arrived in 
the city this afternoon, but Omaha’s 
representatives are expected this even- ; 
ing and the Minneapolis delegates 
may reach Washington late to-night. 

The New Yorkers will not leave the 
metropolis until some time Friday, 
and the Pacific slope delegates are on 
the cars speeding across the continent 
No rooms have been engaged at the 
Arlington for the delegates from De- 


| troit or Pittsburg, which cities, itis 


said, will enter the lists, and as the 
hotel is fall they will probably have 
to conduct their campaign at longer 
range than their rivals. 

So far as known, only two national 
committeemenfere in jtowno, namely: 
Ex-Governor Powell Clayton of Ar- 
kansas and E. M. Brayton of South 
Carolina. Other members are ex- 
pected between now and Monday. 
The only other business aside from 
selecting the time and place of holding 
the convention which, 80 far as known, 
will come before the committee, is 
that of selecting the successor to Sen- 
ator Quay as chairman of the commit- 
tee, together with, perhaps, a consid- 
eration ‘of the report from the Execu- 
tive Committee on the state of the 
finances. With respect to the time of 
holding the convention, there is no 
doubt it will be held at an earlier date 
than heretofore. There has been some 
thought of holding the convention 
in May. but it would not be 
possible to hold it before the last 
week in that month, and as many 
active Republicans will make speeches 
on Decoration Day, the probabilities 
are in fayor of some time early in June 
as the time for proceeding to nomi- 
naté the next Republican candidates 
for President and vice-President. The 
last Convention adopted resolutions 
providing that @t least six months 
should intervene between the time of 
calling and the time ot holding the 
future National Conventions. As the 
National committee does not meet 
until the 23d of this month, the six 
months period in which preparations 
are to be made for the convention will 
not elapse until May 23d.

While the 
Report does not tell anything but 
what has been published in the Ga- 
zeTTe time and again during the past 
three years, we republish the article 
in part to show the Report’s apparent 
friendliness toward this State, None 
of the otber city papers have contained 
a lice bunt of abuse of this State and 
its people for the mast ten years, and 


fat has risen into the neck of the flask, 
where the perepntage can be read 
easily on a gradunted scale. The aver- 
age of butter fat in their milk isa 
trifle under four per cent., but the ex- 
tremes are 3.25 and 4.75. This method 
demonstrates almost absolutely the 
butter-making qualities of a herd and 
will raise the Standard of cows wher 
ever it is foHowed, as no dairyman 
will continue to keep cows that yield 
poor milk. The chemist and his as- 
sistant make about one hundred and 
fifty tests a day, following the method 
recommended by the Vermont experi- 
ment station. , 

The milk of twe've thousand cows is 
made into butter at this creamery; ten 
thousand pounds of butter is the av- 
erage daily product; it takes four hun- 
dred tubs to hold this batter; a carload 
of salt is used every two months; sixty 
hands are employed by the association. 

“The only trouble we have had thus 
far,” said the manager, “is to make 
enough butter to fill our orders. Butter 
buyers tell us that the more we can 
ship them the better. We now take the 
milk from about seven hundred farm- 
ers and are gaining right along. Last 
month we gained about one hundred 
and thirty farmer patrons,’ and hope 
soon to reach our capacity of making 
twenty thOusand pounds of butter a 
d 7.”

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THE TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION. 


The ‘Califersiass Seem Anxious 
fer Nevaca te Join Them. 

The San Francisco Report says: 
The Traffic Association has now an in- 
come of between $15,000 and $20,000 a 
year guaranteed by its 116 members 
of the first class, but this will be 
greatly increased by the time the reg- 
ular lists are closed. Nutwithstand- 
ing this large income, the association 
does not feel prepared, as yet, to take 
any steps toward carrying out the as- 
sociation’s plans for a little while. 
The traffic manager must be selecied 
first and this appointment will be 
made very soon—bvbefore many of the 
association outside of the Executive 
Committee imagine. 

The member of the Executive Com- 
mittee who was going to Nevada has 
been compelled to postpone bis trip. 
The association will await the formal 
communication from the Nevada State 
Board of Trade, therefore, before tak- 
ing any steps to learn what Nevada 
will do for a competing road. The 
fact that General C. C. Powning, who 
introduced the resolutions, has ben 
appointed to represent Nevada in the 
silver congress, will probably cause 
some delay in the action of the Ne- 
vada merchants and shippers. The 
members of the Traffic Association 
Committee are highly delighted and 
encouraged by Nevada’s attitude, and 
the association will undoubtedly co- 
operate with the Nevada Board. As 
soon as the communication is received 
from Reno, and a meeting is held of 
the committee, some action will be 
taken, and it is probable that one of 
the committeemen will be officially 
delegated to go to Reno and ascertain 
what the Nevada people have done.
